Insnrgeuls Have I'Uunrd it Formidable

NEW YORK, Doc. 10.— A dispatch 


t"> the World from Havana says : 


An important battle is expected 


hourly. 
The insurgents 
have 


planned the most formidable demon- 
stration against Havana for a year. 
General Paredas has started from 
this city with strong columns of 
troops to meet the Cubans. Senor 
Canalejas, the confidential agent of 
the Spanish government, went with 
him to ascertain the real condition 
of Havana province. 


Gen. Maysia Rodrigeuz, with the 


combined Cuban forces under Juan 
del Gnldo, Nodarez and Rafael de 
Cardenas, is encamped on La Luisa 
plantation, near Guira de Melinn, 
about twenty miles spnth of here, 
on the railway to Pinar del Rio. 
He has fully 1,000 men who are well 
armed and he is snid to have a 
Hotchkiss rapid firing cannon. The 
topography of the country about 
Guira de Melina is favorable to the 
Spanish troops. 


Emilio Colla/.o hanged Antonio 


Rodrigue/ Rivera and the negro 
Osman. They went to Collazo with 
money and a proposition to lay 
down his arms, accepting autonomy. 
A note was pinned on the breasts of 
tlift hanged men announcing that 
any one coming on a similar mis- 
sion would meet a like fate. 


It is reported authoritatively that 


on Sunday the Spanish gnorrilas of 
Caimanera, near Guantanamo, de- 
serted to the insurgent leader, Rod-

Havana. The place hod three com- 
panies of guerrillas and an infantry 
column. There was a hot fight for 
three hours. The insurgents did 
not enter the town. The Spanish 
losses were heavy; those of the 
rebels are not known. 


The latest reports of the late re- 


ports in Pinar del Rio province show 
that the Spanish losses were greater 
than was claimed. The dead or 
wounded include one colonel, one 
major, seven captains, eleven sub- 
ordinate officers nnd seventy-four 
privates. Most of the wounded will 
die. 
The rebel loss was fourteen. 


The rebels really used explosive bul- 
lets. Their agents here admit it.

America puts England in a position 
to make war on other nations, as 
the closing up of the Suez canal 
would leave her only method of 
rapid transportation to the east by 
way of America. She could then 
withdraw her navy from the west- 
ern sons, for an arbitration treaty, 
such as England wants, is nothing 
less than a treaty of alliance. This 
is tho way European countries view 
that proposed compact. 


'And to us in Ireland," snid Miss 


Qcnno, "it would be a sad sight to 
sec America, the land of generous 
thought, of perfect freedom, become 
the ally of England, the very liv- 
ing incarnation of old world feudal- 
ism, tyranny and oppression."
